i The Annual Report of the Newark Fire Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1972 is herevith respectfully submitted. 


1972 proved to be the busiest year in the history of the Newark 
Fire Department with a record number of 9791 fires. Newark Fire De- 
partment members quickly responded to and efficiently extinguished the . 
fíres. The efficiency and courage of the Department Members were severely 
tested and found equal to the task. 


A record number of 5,684 false alarms were sounded in 1972. This 
needless activity contributed to the tremendous workload as well as wear 
and tear on manpower and apparatus. 


The primary function of the Fire Department contínues to be the pro- 
tection of life and property from the ravages of fire. To meet this goal 
certain specific objectives were set. Many of these objectives have been 
completed. Others are in the process of completion. (See Appendix A in 
this report.) 


Following is a comparison of the fire losses for the past five years: 


Total fire loss in 1968 - $5,930,366.97 
1969 - $5,288,710.28 
1970 - $3,474,060.16 
1971 - $4,943,137.51 
1972 - $4,595,886.00. 


Per Capita loss totaled $12.03 for 1972, as against $12.94 for 1971, 
$8.57 for 1970, $13.05 for 1969, $14.64 for 1968, 


The number of lives lost as a result of fire in 1972 was 46, an increase 
of 6 over 1971.

By early 1974, the above replacement Program will allow an age of 15 
years or less for all first line Trucks and 12 years or less for all Pumpers. 


The training program of the Department continued throughout the year 
with emphasis on the following: 


1. The driver training program continued for the 13th consecutive year. 
2. Mask drills were conducted by the various battalion chiefs. 


3. Deputy Chief Edward Wall continued the Training Course for all new 
Fire Department members at the Training Academy. 


4. Daily drills were conducted in company quarters, in company districts 
and at the City Dock under the direction of Deputy and Battalion Chiefs. 


5. The In-Service Inspection program continued throughout the year with 
epecial emphasis on inspections of commercial, industrial and institutional 
buildings, 


Supervisor of Apparatus Ihniel Tauriello has continued the service- 
testing program and has also conducted Pump Classes at the Special Service 
Company. 


The Planning Division, under the direction of Deputy Chef James P. 
O'Beirne, has been responsible for the planning and implementation of our 
Capital Improvement Program, which this year provided for the procuring of 
our new Training Facilities. Ta addition the Division has made great strides 
in the organization of a Data Processing Unit and coordination of all records 
in the Fire Department. 


Fire Prevention Activities were conducted on a year-round basis by 
members of the Fire Prevention Bureau, Community Relations Division, and the 
Training Academy. Some of the activities were an indoor exhibit, and out- 
door exhibit, films, Speakers Bureau, and distribution of hundreds of thousands 
of peces of literature on Fire Prevention. All of the above were displayed 
before various civic, fraternal, teligious,etc.proups, and all were available 
to all groups requesting

The Officers and Members of the Department performed excellent service 
during the past year, and it was my pleasure to commend many of them officially 
for outstanding rescues and acte of heroism. All fires occurring during 1972 
were satisfactorily controlled and extinguished. Newark has good reason to

Because of space limitations at our repair facility on Prospect Street, 
coupled with less than full cooperation from the Bureau of Motors, proper maine 
tenance of our equipment is still not at hand. It is essential that during the 
year 1973 we seek larger and more appropriate quarters for our repair shop ané 
seek greater cooperation with the Bureau of Motors. Both of these objectives 
are most essential if our Apparatus Replacement Program is to prove a viable one.

During the year 1972, the Fire Department nit ty Relations Division, in 
conjunction with other agencies which make up the Newark Disaster Coordinated 
Committee, was called on numerous occasions for assistance in providing help for 
victimes of fire and other disasters. This division maintained contact on a daily 
basis with the Salvation Army, Red Cross, and Essex County Welfare to assist the 
victims in cbtaining the necessities of life. 


During the summer months, we vere able to obtain a total of 10,138 tickets to 
Yankee Stadium. We were the sole distributor of the baseball tie kets throushout 
the City, and worked closely with many agencies and organizations in the distribution 
of these tickets. 


Special emphasis was placed on Spanish-speaking neighborhoods during the 
summer: North Broad Street received the greatest attention, next came Orchard 
Street and then 19th Avenue. Success in achieving a great degree of peace in these 
neighborhoods can be attributed to Pedro Flores vié le now exployed in the Fire 
Department es liaison with these communities, and Victor Rodriquez and Tom 
Anderson. 


The Salvation Army extended their services to us by allowing boys to go to 
Day Camps and weekly camping trips. The summer food program also provided a 
vehicle for us to work closely with youths in the neighborhoods. The Chamber of 
Commerce provided sporting equipment which we distributed in neighborhoods in need 
of these items. 


A public address system and tape player were purchased and these items have 


been used to great advantage in parades and other public functions.

The North Ward Educational and Cultural Center has established a symbiotic 
relationship with the Fire Department. At this Center, a proposal for Fire Education 
was developed and presented to the Newark Board of Education, and because of this, 
plans are being formulated for two seminars, one for vice principals,and the other 
for the custodial staff, 


Through the Director's "Task Force Committee", plans were made for a recruite 
ment drive within the City with the objective of drawing as many City residents as 
possible into the Department. The beginning of this recruitment drive goes back to 
June of 1972. Since then, many Groups and committees have met to discuss the varied 


aspects involved in a successful recruliment program. Classes have been conducted 
since October at FOCUS where ali have been invited to attend. 


This past year, due primarily to economic reasons, we did not receive as many 
toy and gift contributions for the Christmas Drive as we had received la previous 
years.
